Poorly printed, uninteresting, ob- 
viously out-of-date books, are not 
worth shipping to the men. Type 
should be good and clear and tbe 
books In fair condition. 

Books of good stories will be want- 
ed most, books of adventure, sea 
stories, detective stories, historical 
novels and collections of short stor- 
ies, especially humorous ones. Such 
authors as Kipling, Doyle, McCutch- 
eon, O'Henry, Stockton, BrandloBB, 
Tarklngton, Hopkinson Smith, Oppen- 
helm, etc., have been found popular 
authors with men. Qood poetry and 
drama can be tttlllsed. 

All the mah most be helped by 
these libraries.- Some of them have 
not established reading habits. Some 
of the books must therefore be light 
and easily read. 

Foreign language study books, os- 
peoially French grammar and dic- 
tionaries, are much needed— possibly 
more than any other nonllotion books.

Technical booka on aviation, wire- 
less, telegraphy, submarines, auto- 
mobiles, signaling, first aid and hy- 
giene, drawing and lettering. 

Ethical books on patriotism, cour' 
age, good citizenship, with ample nou' 
sectaran devotonal books. 

Fresh, attractive magaslnas are al 
so desired— euch as American, Cen 
tiiry, Harper's, Bverybody'a Ptvnlar 
Mechanics, Popular Science Monthly, 
Scientific American, Saturday Even 
Ing PoBt, etc. None over two years 
old should be Included. 

The material ii needed at once. 
Why not select today the books which 
you are willing to gtvet Do not give 
worthless, unattraeUva books, but 
some of your good, (raah intarasting 
and valuable ones.

THE QDIOXSANDS Or OlNIOSgRIP 

It is ill no light spirit, assuredly no shallow appraisement of the 
big stake involved, that the uewspapers generally view with uiHgiv- 
ing the impoiition of » oable oanMndiip. 

Nor are they narrow in their view of the officials who impose it 
When the amoke of friction and irritation clears uway, it will be 
found that the solid newspaper interests back every step taken by 
the government in the defense" of the national safety, in the protee- 
tiou of our lightiug forces abroad, or about to go abroad. 

It is only when eentorship becomes a oheap and arbitrary thing, an 
idle and unintelligent inlcrtVrcnee in what it is in war times more 
of a public i'uuctiou than a private business, that, newspaper men 
protest. They know that in i^ngland Lord" Northclitfe had an his- 
toric row witii officialdom over tlic cctisorHhip, and it was not Nortli- 
oliffe, al tilings considered, who cuuie out second best. H« over- 
threw two cabinets and it was he who revealed Kitehener's blunders 
to the public and forced liim to leave the war office. 

If the cable censorship is reasonable and intelligent, there will 
be no complaint. Obviously, there can be none. Success or failure 
in the fmietion is entirely in the luiiids of the c risor himself. Treat- 
■ ing the newspapers as necessary evils is not the way to put the cen- 
sorship on a satisfaetbiy basis. They ar» waspilh often, stinging and 
goading many officials who would like to see them done away with. 
There is no more couspicious failure of the Wilson Cabinet— no clear- 
er indication of its essential mediocrity— than iU inability to "get 
along" with newspaper m«n. In war times mediocrity ^hows up like 
a sore thumb. 

The President himself, and the whole war organisation, is the 
\ real loser in tlicsf constaiit bickerings which crop up between the 
' , newspapers and the public functionaries. A disgruntled press is not 
a war asset, but a war liability. It ought not to be held at arm's 
length as a poor relation, as a hapless Cinderella in the organizatioii 
of the country in a great enterprise. Such treatment is a boomerang 
to those who would try to impose it. — Washington Herald. 

A WOSLD-OONQUEBINO HABIT 

It is no longer true that eliewing gum is a lialiit peculiar to the 
United States. It is now reported that European, A^at'^oa^d even 
African jaws has been set to work and are increasinfely busy. Amer- 
ican chewing gum has followed the flag Hawaii, I'anaina and thtj 
Philippines. It is found undfr Chinese labels; it has made its way 
into every South Americin port ; it has invaded the interior of Africa 
' and reached tiie Soutii Sea Islands. It may not yet lie employed 
as a means to help fill the aching void left by short rations in Uer- 
many, but it is known to have become a popular refreshment through- 
out the length of the trenches of the allies. It provides no real nour- 
ishment and drains too much saliva into the stomach, but it seems 
to furnish a balm for strained nerves and a vent for restlessness.

■ 7 An unsightly habit it is, and of more than doubtful utility it 
ay be, but it goes steadily on its world-conquering way. In 1914 
^Vance imported only $736 worth of American chewing gum and 
England only ifOO.lHi? worth, but during the first nine months of 
this fiscal year France's purchases amounted to $90,201 and Eng- 
land's to $582,294— a vast increase said to be due to the comfort 
and enjoyment that our chewing gum has carried to the long al- 
lied battle line. More than a million dollars worth of this American 
commodity will reach foreign countries before the end ot-this year 
and a doubliiis,' of exports is expected for next year. When aroused 
prohibitionists add it to their outlawed list and thuA advertise it the 
more foreign consumption of this confection will doubtless increase 
more rapidly still. -

For ex- 
ample, a eorrospondent of the Frankfort Zeitung, in writing of the 
consideration with which Oerman in the Ignited States were treated 
ifter the declaration of war with Germany, says: 

"Those who have been in other countries at the out- 
break of our war mtist consider America aa a refreshing id^l. 
A foreign subject, itevrrtheless free; he is without rij^ll^ 
jret master of his hanking account." 

Whether this admission, remarkable indeed considering its source 
will convince Germans generally is open to <|uestion. The people who 
looted Belgium, gutting that country of its substance from end tft 
end, would naturally be expected to seoflf skeptically at an "idyl" 
of this sort. This true story is more likely to appeal through its 
"refreshing" contrast to the fleeced'eitizens of Belgium and North- 
em France as they mourn their vanished freedom and lost bank ae- 
counta. The corresjjondent of the Frankfort paper may share in Ger- 
many's boasted contempt of American power on the battle front, but 
lie reveals ^ sneaking admiration for onr generooity and idealism.
